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King Declares: 


Empire Has Men, Weapons 
To Make Victory Certain 


LONDON, May 24.—(CP)—Whatever the dangers still 
threatening the Empire “we have at this moment to our hand 
the men, the weapons, the resources and the mastery of the 
situation which make the final issue certain,” the King said 
last night in his fifth Empire Day message of the war. 


Directed to the colonies, the 
message said colonial troops “side 
by side with their comrades from 
all parts of the Empire, have 
fought and are fighting with their 
traditional bravery.” 

“Success crowned their arms in 
Africa as I know it will inother 
theatres of war,” His Majesty 
added, 

But fighting in battle is only one 
part of total war, the King con- 
tinued. 

HEAVY BURDEN 

The organization of large and 
small communities and their re- 
sources on a war footing, the carry- 
ing out of urgent war measures and 
the planning and execution of pro- 
grams of war production have 
thrown a heavy burden upon his 
colonial governments and legisla- 
tures. 

“They have, I know, been helped 
in their tasks by the outstanding 
and loyal co-operation of the 
people.” 

The King paid special tribute to 
the men and women of his colonial 
service, 

“Many of them in the Far East 
are now in the hands of the 
enemy. They are always in our 
thoughts, Others have left their 
civil life for military service, 
where their expert knowledge and 
experience have been of the 
greatest value. 

“This, with the urgent and always 
increasing demands of war, has 
made still harder and more exact- 
ing the tasks of those who had to 
stay at their posts, They have sus- 
tained their heavier burden, often 
under difficult conditions, deprived 
of the companionship of their wives 
and families, through long periods 
of anxiety for their safety and well 
being.

“None have spared themselves. To 
all I send this expression of my 
appreciation of their devoted work, 
and of the hope that with God's 
help, we shall come, through peril 
and suffering, to happier times.”

In his speech, the prime min- 
minister said the Allies had “sus- 
pended” efforts to bring Turkey 
in with them but “It looks prob- 
able... the Allies will be able to 
win in the Balkans and through- 
out Southeast Europe without 
Turkey being involved in it at all, 
although of course the aid of 
Turkey would be of great help 
and acceleration in that process.” 

Mr. Churchill critiziced those who 
“insult and abuse” the Franco gov- 

ernment in Spain. Spain's internal 
policies, he contended, were a mat- 
ter for Spaniards alone.

ONE ESCAPE ROUTE 


With the loss of the Appian Way 
and the trunk railroad angling 
across it at Cisterna the Germans 
had only the Via Casilina, some 25 
miles beyond, for a _ withdrawal 
from the main front to fight the 
Battle of Rome. 

It was revealed that British 
troops on the northern flank of 
the beachhead struck Monday 
night in a diversionary attack 
while the reinforced American 
troops were massing for the sub- 
sequent general assault. United 
Kingdom tanks and infantry in 
their first onslaught crossed the 
Moletta river and fanned out 
northward. 

Allied planes were out in force 
to support all the Allied offensives. 
Light and medium bombers concen- 
trating on the Priverno-Valmonte 
road behind the beachhead caught 
a truck convoy and destroyed 100 
vehicles, 

Warhawks and = Thunderbolts 
ranging the entire battle zones dam- 
aged another 100 or so trucks which 
the Germans had thrown into the 
effort to sustain their hard pressed 
land forces, 

The American attack on the 
beachhead at first carried the Al- 
lied line more than a mile through 
the German ring, it was announced 
and later the enemy defences were 
cut on both sides of Cisterna. 

7,500 PRISONERS 

By noon yesterday they had 
rounded up about 300 prisoners, 
and headquarters announced today 
that the total Allied bag of Ger- 
mans captured since the start of 
the Italian offensive 13 days ago 
had mounted to well over 7,500 on 
all fronts. 


The BBC reported that the 
Americans held more than a mile 
of the Appian Way just below 
Cisterna, German bastion anchor- 
ing the defences before the north- 
east corner of the beachhead, and 
one U.S. unit was within half a 
mile of the town square. 

A German war correspondent was 
quoted as reporting that the thun- 
der of guns in the beachhead battle 
was heard clearly in Rome, but “the 
people are calm.”

PRESSING ATTACK

fence system and bitter fighting 
raged throughout the morning, 
The Germans still were holding 
out in Piedimonte, where hand-to- 
hand street fighting has been going 
on for days. The Polish units as- 
saulting the town had it almost sur- 
rounded. 


NAZIS SHORT OF TANKS 

Evidence that the Germans were 
running short of tanks was seen in 
the fact that a large number of 
tank crews were converted into so- 
called “bunker ersatz companies” 
assigned to man pillboxes.

They were among a group of 35 
survivors of the English channel 
battle that saw the sinking of the 
Athabaskan and the destruction of 
a Nazi destroyer April 29. Back 
home on leave, they described their 
experiences for newsmen at a Navy 
press conference, 


PICKED UP BY HAIDA 

A motorboat from  H.M.C.S. 
Haida, the lost destroyer’s com- 
panion-in-arms in the scrap, picked 
up six of the Athabaskan’s men 


and sailed them 105 miles to 
Britain. 
“We were between 15 and 16 


hours in the boat.” said AB. Stanley 
Buck of Toronto. “First of all, three 
German minesweepers coming out 
from the French coast for survivors 
chased us for 20 minutes. 

“Then,” he continued, “we saw 

two planes heading for Britain 
and coming directly for us. They 
turned out to be ME109’s. 

“They didn't strafe us, though,” 
said PO. George Caswell of Vic- 
toria, asdic man on the Athabaskan, 
as he took up the tale. “They roar- 
ed over us low at between 300 and 
400 miles an hour, and pilots just 
gave us a casual glance. They were 
just above the waves, and you could 
see the pilots plainly.” 

PLENTY OF ESCORT 

“Later, we had plenty of escort. 
Two Spitfires picked us up, and 
one stood by us whi'e the other 
left, then, two more Spits and a 
bomber came along, and we had 
lots of company for the rest of the 
way.”

from associations in welfare work. 


CHANGES IN WAR 

Commenting on the fact that the 
depression had brought the Dom- 
inion government into welfare 
work through unemployment relief, 
Mr. Fisher went on to say that 
when the war started the govern- 
ment. found that it had to deal 
with individual human beings. 
The government then found that 
the Welfare Council had had some 
experience in such matters and 
could advise: 

He said that while the Patriotic 
Fund had functioned in the Great 
War, it was felt that this time 
something better should be done 
for dependents. The Welfare 
Council had played its part in 
securing supplementary grants 
for dependents and also the 
establishment of the dependents’ 
board of trustees. 


He said that some years ago 
when it was proposed to bring 
British children ‘to Canada, the 


Canadian Welfare Council was 
rather afraid of the success of the 
plan, believing it to be too senti- 
mental. But when public sentiment 
appeared to favor the plan, the 
council played an active part in 
advising the Dominion government 
and outlining the basis of needs. 


ADVISE COMMUNITIES 

Welfare work tended to operate 
in the larger and work out to the 
smaller communities, and it was an 
obligation of the national organiza- 
tion to advise the different com- 
munities as to community work. 
The council has given advice as to 
the welfare organization here, he 
added, 


Referring to social security and 
welfare work across the Dominion, 
Mr. Fisher expressed the belief that 
there would have to be some mini- 
mum measure of social security for 
all the people, 

This, he said, would be of a 
government pattern but in its de- 
velopment the welfare. council 
would have an important part to 
play..

Plans for a two-storey concrete building 
to replace the Blowey-Henry furniture 
warehouse recently destroyed by fire have 
been dropped, it is reported, and permis- 
sion is now sought to erect on the site a 
one-storey frame building with a stucco 
finish. 

The fact that the new plans call for the 
elimination of one storey in the proposed 
re-erection does not make it any more 
acceptable to those who object to seeing 
the river area commercialized. 

As has been said many times before, 
the river and its banks and flats make up 
one of the most remarkable scenic assets 
any city can posess. They are worth, liter- 
ally, billions of dollars to Edmonton. 

But the beautification of the river area 
depends upon keeping that area clear of 
commercial buildings. To permit even one 
commercial building to be erected or re- 
erected in that area simply postpones that 
much longer the realization of the river 
as a beautification asset. 

Since this property has been used com- 
mercially for many years, the owners are 
entitled to a fair price for it. Nevertheless, 
with all due consideration to this fact, the 
city council will correctly interpret public 
opinion if it refuses permission for any 
building, whatever the structure, to be put 
up on that site.

Last Saturday, it is belatedly disclosed, 
Vice-President Henry Wallace of the Unit- 
ed States stopped off at Edmonton on his 
way from Washington to China, On Mon- 
day, Mr, G. N. Zarubin, Soviet ambassador 
to Canada, rested in this city on his way 
from Moscow to Ottawa. 

There is a great deal of talk about Ed- 
monton being at the ‘crossroads of the 
world”. Such phrases become commons 
place through repetition. And it is doubt- 
ful if any amount of theorizing and specu- 
lation can, truly impress upon the imagina- 
tions of Edmonton people the magnitude 
of the position this city has begun to oc- 
cupy in the schedules of world travel. 

But concrete examples are different. 
They really convince. And it is not hard 
to picture in the mind, in the face of these 
concrete examples, the tremendous air traf- 
fic that will flow through this city when 
the end of the war removes restrictions on 
international travel. There will be a con- 
Stant stream of merchants, tourists and 
diplomats through Edmonton to investig- 
ate and take advantage of the new national 
accords built up in the defence of common 
liberties, 

The world’s highway indeed runs past 
Edmonton's doorstep. The advantage Ed- 
monton people take of that circumstance 
will rest entirely win themselves, 


The 24th 


The “24th” is the first of our summer 
holidays in Canada, and for that reason the 
most popular—provided the weather is 
fine, Because it comes early in the season 
it is liable to climatic disturbances peculiar 
to itself; occasionally Edmonton has to do 
its celebrating in doors, and draw consola- 
tion from knowing that a fall of soft wet 
snow is good for the crops. And occasion- 
ally also the “24th” provides a sizzling 
foretaste of what July and August will 
bring along. 

In the background of all the holiday- 
making of course is the fact that this par- 
ticular day commemorates the birth of 
Queen Victoria, during whose reign there 
came into existence that remarkable 
political institution which, for want of a 
more appropriate name, is called the Brit- 
ish “empire”. The quotation marks are in 
order, because it differs as widely as 
possible from any other “empire” the 
world has known, 

The transition of significance from a 
birthday to Empire Day was therefore 
natural, and it is to the Empire, rather 
than the late Queen, that the serious 
thoughts and exercises of the day are de- 
voted. Never more properly than at pres- 
ent, because the things for which the 
Allied nations are fighting are essentially 
the things the British Empire stands for 
and exemplifies, 

If when the war is over the free nations 
of the world should want to adopt a com- 
mon day on which to pay respect to the 
historic evolution of ordered liberty their 
choice must lie between the 24th of May 
and the 4th of July. It would not matter 
much which day they chose, For if Inde- 
pendence Day marks the birth of the 
United States, it also marks the beginning 
of a course of events which culminated in 
the British Commonwealth of free and 
sovereign nations, 


Day Nurseries Again 


The Edmonton city council takes a pro- 
per course in pressing the provincial gov- 
ernment for complete details of the find- 
ings of the provincial advisory committee 
on day nurseries. 

It will be remembered that the advisory 
committee split evenly on the matter of 
recommending immediate action, only the 


chairman providing the caating vote which

lent the weight of the committee to the 
proposal that the matter be deferred for 
the present. 

Now it appears that neither the major- 
ity of the committee nor the minority have 
prepared a formal written report. It is 
these reports which the city council wishes 
to see and study. 

Quite apart from the fact that the bare 
majority, which recommended deferment, 
based its findings upon entirely fallacious 
evidence with regard to the need for day 
nurseries, the opinion of the minority has 
eertainly not been given due emphasis. 
Since majority and minority groups were 
equal until the chairman threw his weight 
against action on day nurseries, the report 
of the committee represents, after all, only 
the personal opinion of the chairman, 

In brief, the report, practically, is only 
a one-man report, 

There is every reason, therefore, to ex- 
amine the views of the minority as care- 
fully as the provincial government has ac- 
cepted the views of the bare majority or, 
in other words, the group which became a 
majority only through the action of the 
chairman. 

It is this view the city council seeks to 
secure and study. There can be no doubt 
that an unprejudiced examination of all the 
facts, including the surveys which definite- 
ly established a need and demand for day 
nurseries in Edmonton, will justify the re- 
opening and reconsideration of the whole 
matter. % 


Final figures show that Albertans sub- 
scribed more than $46,000,000 to the Sixth 
Victory Loan.

Canadians Overseas Want 
Their Own Canadian 
Rations 


By GRANT DEXTER 

LONDON: We _ were walking 
along a country lane, somewhere in 
England, on a May night. The sky 
was overcast, the laneway rough. 
On either side a rhododendron 
hedge shut us in, Great oak trees, 
just breaking into leaf, branched 
over us. 

The nightingales, as my friend 
put it, were just tuning up. Their's 
is a three-bar song and they were 
singing only the first part. How 
strange it seemed to be listening to 
nightingales—sweet voices in the 
darkness, lovers whose tongues had 
been torn out and whose song 
throbbed with pain—while overhead 
great bombers rumbled through the 
night. 

The nightingales sang in inno- 
cence of war and heedless that all 
about them were men in battle 
dress intent upon the business of 
death. And as for the bombers, the 
nightingales perhaps regarded them 
as great noisy birds that sang un- 
pleasangly both day and night. 

* * * 


Out of the darkness came a sharp 
challenge. We had encountered a 
milftary patrol. But the thrill came 
from the accent of the soldier. He 
was a French Canadian. 

“What part of Quebec are you 
from?” I asked. It was his turn to 
be surprised but he answered at 
once, “Montreal.” There was a 
Canadian unit a few hundred yards 
down the lane. Later on I met two 
more sentries—one from Yorkton 
and the other from Rainy River. 


They, too, were pleased to meet 
someone recently from their part 
of the country. Would I come to the 
camp and eat with them? 

The next day I walked to the 
camp, lined up at the cook-house 
with a borrowed plate and mug. 
We had roast beef and gravy, 
mashed potatoes, a mug of tea, and 
pudding. I had heard some com- 
plaints about the food in the Cana- 
dian army but this was a meal of 
which any Canadian housewife 
would be proud. 

There are Winnipeggers among 
them and we naturally got to- 
gether, There were: Cpl. Harold 
Hanstead, whose folks recently 
moved away from the city; Pte. 
Harry Silverberg, of 154 Alfred 
avenue; Lance-Cpl. R. McEvoy, of 
222 Kennedy street; Pte. Van Del, 
of 437 Notre Dame avenue; Cpl. 
Wesley Whitney, and Cpl. R. 
Picard, of 44 Victoria crescent, St. 
Vital. Other westerners included 
Frank Luyten, of Manor, and Rob- 
ert Dracas, of Edam, Sask. There 
was also a boy from Regina who 
had worked in the legislature.

home, Like all good soldiers they i

The canteens 
do not sell Canadian cigarettes and 
have all too few chocolate bars, 
The Canadian army draws British 
rations and as the tastes of Can- 
adians difffer rather sharply from 
the British, the results sometimes 
are unsatisfactory.

His report show- 
ed her work to be of the highest 
order and in keeping with her 
scholarship, This was to be expect- 
ed, for on occasions demanding 
high academic standing her stud- 
ents have held their own with all 
competitors. It was just last year 
that one of them won the scholar- 
ship in French for the Banif 
School of Fine Arts, 

Surely our school board of in- 
telligent men would never allow 
one of their staff, who has given 
such long and efficient service, to 
be dismissed because of a few un- 
disciplined children. 

In these days of scarcity of ex- 


perienced teachers for our high 
schools is it wise, because of pre- 
judice to allow our academic and

Editor, Bulletin; I have been a 
fur dealer for 37 years, and a fur 
rancher for 22 years in this prov- 
ince. In this time I have raised 
mink, fox and also muskrat ex- 
tensively, and I therefore consider 
myself as having some knowledge 
of fur-bearing animals. 

I have noted that the Game 
Branch is not giving the best re- 
sults owing to the fact that certain 
people there have very little 
knowledge of fur-bearing animals 
and more of forestry. They would 
therefore bé more at home in the 
iatter branch, instead of the Game 
Branch, 

The department is at present 
issuing licenses to men going out 
as fur buyers who had no license. 
no income tax, and in some in- 
stances, to men who are not even 
citizens of this country. 

I, myself, have three fur dealer's 
licenses in Lac La Biche, and I 
have noticed that there are cer- 
lain fyr buyers who were around 
for 20 days before the season open- 
ed and who are still around now 
that the season has been closed for 
over three weeks. They appear to 
be getting away with illegal pur- 
chases of fur outside of the proper 
period. The extended killing of rats 
after the season's close, and the 
destroying of female rats will mean 
that the rat industry will be killed 
within the next year or two, in the 
area between the Saskatchewan 
and Athabasca rivers if this situa- 
tion is allowed to @ontinue, 

I earnestly hope and trust thar 
the minister of lands and mines 
will see fit to take notice of the 
numerous complaints that have 
been made, and that he will finally 
decide to put in charge of the 
Game Branch, a person thoroughly 
familiar with the protecting of fur- 
bearing animals.

WASHINGTON—General Arnold 
is a blustery fighting man whose 
bluster sometimes irritates calmer 
men around him. Just now General 
Arnold is in 4 state of some puzzle- 
ment over the condition of the tar- 
get that his bombers in England) 
have been plastering day after day. 

Germany has been hit with four 
times as much stuff as was ever 
unloaded on Britain. The damage 
done in England to morale and pro- 
duction, especially in April and 
May of 1941, was serious. 

What about Germany then? So 
far as can be determined from in- 
telligence reports, there is no weak- 
ening of the German will to fight. 

No one, of course, can be sure. In 
October of 1918 the Allies were 
planning for at least another year 
of warfare. Perhaps behind the 
facade of propaganda Germany is 
ready to crumble. But we can't 
count on that. The evidence is all 
the other way. 

The Germans have saved a part 
of their air force by the simple | 
expedient of holding it back, hid- 
ing it in East Germany. Arnold said 
at his press conference the other 
day that the activated Nazi air 
strength is probably equal to what 
it was six months ago.

worthy defendent of such a system 
because he can say the most rankly 
indefensible things and make them 
bear a semblance of reason. 

For instance he admits that all} 
bank notes in circulation are al 
bank liability and yet they can 
charge interest for them.

If, however, a bank is called upon 
to reduce its liability and redeem 
a $10.00 bill, all it can do is offer 
you another—made by itself. If the 
creditor gets insistent and demands 
redemption; then the banker says 
to go to the farmer or industry and 
buy yourself $10.00 worth of goods 
that is the only way that bill can 
be redeemed. This is the back- 
handed kind of bookkeeping that 
has got us into debt and will keep 
us there unless we wake up and 
demand an honest system of ac- 
counting which reflects the 
people's assets as being assets and 
not as debts owing to the financial 
system as at present. 

Finance told us before the war 
that Canada was dependent upon 


outside sources for its capital, 
especially Britain or the United 
States. 


Now with the war going full 
blast we can finance ourselves and 
lend billions to Britain and give 
away billions of dollars worth of 
goods as well. It’s the people aided 
by power production who are pro- 
ducing these things and not the 
banks so why should we owe any 


debt to them?

Overwhelming quantity 
is often a cure for failures in other 
directions. The enemy fortunately 
also makes mistakes and that too 
helps to make up the balance. 

My point is that a victory does 
not necessarily mean that the new 
methods used to attain it are valid 
everywhere for all time. Often 
victories are won despite fallacious 
means. And in any case, the part of 
national wisdom is to leave our- 
selves mentally free to study the 
facts and to provide unrestricted 
scope for the technological realities 
of tomorrow. 

No such freedom is possible un- 
less our military structure of the 
future is saved from domination by 
any one branch of the military 
forces.

But there is the 
possibility, devoutly to be hoped 
for, that these blows have softened 
the enemy to such a degree that 
soon after the great invasion be- 
gins the German resistance may 
crack, then collapse.

Claims Chicago 
Toughest Team 


NEW YORK, May 22—(BUP)— 
Frank Mancuso of the St. Louis 
Browns, luckiest man in baseball, 
says: “Watch out for those Chicago 


White Sox. They're the toughest 
team we've met; and we've met 
them all.” 


Big Frank, who is a catcher— 
just like his older brother Gus 
Mancuso of the Giants—is the luck- 
iest guy in the game, because he’s 
alive by a seeming “miracle” after!

Frank, who packs 200 pounds of 
eager brawn on a six foot chassis, 
was a second lieutenant in the tank 
destroyers’ corps at Camp Hood, 
Tex.

HiS OWN MISTAKE 


“The parachute opened okay,”

about that landing because I was 
practically knocked out when the 
chute opened—with my body taking 
the shock the wrong way. My left 
knee was pulled out of joint, and 
my back injured, the cartillage be- 


ing knocked out from between three 
or four vertebrae of my lower spine. 
1 was in a hospital five months be- 
fore given my discharge last Feb- 
ruary. 

“I was hurt through my own mis- 
take; and you don’t make many 
mistakes with parachutes—and live. 
If my right leg had got tangled, too, 
I wouldn't be here to tell the story. | 
All the boys in my outfit said I was 
a lucky son of a gun; and they 
weren't kidding.” 

Mancuso’s spinal injuries left him 
unfit for army duty; but he still 
can play baseball—if he doesn’t sit 
down too long.

Just a few hours after disclosure 
that the Polish national council sent

Lack of Leaders,

OTTAWA, May 24--(CP) —

Maj. Eisenhardt emphasized the 
large number of men réjected by 
services medical boards as proof 
that “physical illiteracy on the home 
front hampers both the fighting 
man and the civilian.” 

The national physical fitness 
program planned by the council 
would include recreation and 
sports for everyone—including 
cripples and disabled returned 
men, said Maj. Eisenhardt. 

Dr. J. J. Heagerty, federal direc- 
tor of public health services, who 
also attended the conference, said: 

“We haven't proposed to impose 
any restrictions on the provinces 
under the Physical Fitness Act but 
we hoped it might be possible at 
this meeting to make a basic plan 
which would give 
something to work on,” 


GRANT OF $225,000 


The National Physical Fitness Act 
provides for a Dominion grant of, 
$225,000 to be distributed among the | 
provinces “in a sufficient amount 
to enable the national council on 
physical fitness to carry-on its acti- 
Vities.” 

Maj, Eisenhardt has been allot- 
ed $25,000, covering salary, ex- 
penses and salaries of helpers.

OTTAWA, May 24—(CP)—Agri-

Japanese Can't 
Conquer China 
Present Forces 


The Japanese will have to place 
considerably greater forces in the 
field if they are to conquer the 
Chinese on the mainland. That 
is the opinion of Dr. Harrison J. 
Mullett, Toronto, who was a 
resident of China for more than 
25 years. He was caught in the 
Japanese invasion at Hong Kong 
and was interned in the civilian 
prisoner of war camp at Stanley 
Park, Hong Kong. 

Dr. Mullett, who arrived in Ed- 
monton Wednesday on his way to 


Aklavik, was repatriated on the 
Swedish liner Gripsholm in De- 
cember, 1943, after spending 21 


months in a prisoner-of-war camp. 

He said that the Japanese did 
not mistreat them in the camp, 
adding that the rations allowed 
were very meagre. He said that 
during the period of his intern- 
ment he lost 30 pounds. Since re- 
turning to Canada he has regained 
20 pounds. 

Dr. Mullett went to China as a 
dental missionary under the aus- 
pices of the United Church of 
Canada. He was a professor in the 
college of medicine and dentistry 
at the West China Union Univer- 
sity, Chengtu, for more than 25 


lyears. 


He was returning from a holi- 
day in Canada in 1941 and had 
just reached Hong Kong when 
the Japanese attacked the British 
island. He went through the 
siege and was taken prisoner on 
surrender of the island, 


MET GEN. COHEN 
During his internment he met 


General Morris Cohen, and re- 
cently met him in Toronto. Dr. 
Mullett is going to Aklavik to 


operate the dental clinic at the 
Anglican hospital at the northern 
outpost. 

Dr. Mullet is an intimate friend 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek 
and was a guest of honor at his 
wedding. He said that prior to re- 
turning to Canada on holiday in 
1941, he made a set of dentures for 
the general. 

Commenting on conditions at 
Stanley Park prison camp he said 
the Japanese did not treat the 
prisoners harshly, but the meagre 
food allowance was starvation 
diet. He said that the daily allow- 
ances was eight ounces of rice, 
four of meat, with bones weight 
in, and tw ounces of vegetables. 


PRISONERS WEAKENED 

During the first year activities in 
the camp followed a routine of 
games such as soft ball, concerts 
and other entertainment, but at the 
end of the first year all inmates 
were too weak from malnutrition to 
take further part in games. 

He said there were no deaths 
from actual starvation in the camp, 
but many malnutritional diseases 
caused death. 

During his 21 months at the prison 
camp only one Red Cross parcel 
came for each camp member, and 
only two letters were received by 
him during his 21 months in the 
camp. This was because the Japan- 
ese declined to co-operate with In- 
ternational Red Cross officials.

LAMB FRICASSEE WITH 
GREEN LIMAS 
(Serves 6) 


‘ One and one-half pounds lamb, 
% cup flour, 4 tablespoons shorten- 
ing, 1 cup boiling water, % tea- 
spoon salt, % teaspoon garlic salt, 
% teaspoon pepper, 2 cups stewed 
tomatoes, 2 cups green fresh lima 
beans or quick-frozen limas, fresh- 
ly cooked, 

Use meat from neck or breast of 
Jainb. Cut in 1-inch cubes, roll 
in flour; saute in shortening until 
browned, Add water and season- 
ings; simmer about an hour until 
Meat is tender. Add tomatoes and 
the freshly cooked limas, Reheat 
and serve. 

For a substantial meat dish, try 
this: 


KIDNEY AND MUSHROOM 
SHORTCAKE 
(Serves 6) 


Two veal kidneys, one 8-ounce 
can mushrooms or ' pound fresh 
mushrooms, 3 tablespoons shorten- 
ing 3 tablespoons flour, 2 carrots, 
thinly sliced, 1 onion, thinly sliced, 
1 cup milk, 1 cup water, % teaspoon 
poultry seasoning or thyme or sage, 
shortcake. 

Slice the kidneys and remove 
membrane, Salt and pepper and 
dust with flour. Slice mushrooms 
Brown gently in butter in heavy 
frying pan, Add the carrots, liquid 
(if canned mushrooms are used, 
be sure to use the liquid), and sea- 
soning.

Cystitis, or bladder inflammation | 
may occur in both an acute and a} 
chronic form and is equally com 
mon in both sexes. Beyond any 
question of a doubt, many patients 
who believe they have kidney 
weakness and who have not yet 
received a confirmation of kidney 
trouble by examination, are really 
suffering from bladder irritation.

Mee Ride 


Utmost Effort 
Made to Give 
Packers Labor 


OTTAWA, May 24—(CP)—Agri- 
culture Minister Gardiner said 
last night in the Commons that 
the number of workers in packing 
Plants increased by 564 between 
April 1 and May 13. The minister 
said every effort had been made 
to maintain labor forces to handie 
the heavy flow of livestock mar- 
ketings. 


Farmers who had left their farms 
to work in the packing plants had 
been assured they could if they 
wished remain at the plants until 
the difficulty in handling the heavy 
marketing passed. Some could not 
remain away from their farms, how- 
ever, There had been co-operation 
of provincial governments and oth- 
ers in providing packing plant 
labor. 


OTHERS EMPLOYED 


Some workers had to leave the 
plants for the farms, but others 
had been employed. 

Labor Minister Mitchell said there 
were about 4,000 more persons in 
the packing industry than before 
the war. 

G. H. Castleden (C.C.F.—York- 
ton) had asked whether women 
in the packing industry received 
equal pay for equal work, and Mr. 
Mitchell said representations on 
such questions could be made to 
the regional national war labor 
board. ° 


Mr. Gardiner said there often had 
been criticism of the packing in- 
dustry among farmers, some of it 
with reason behind it. If every farm 
boy worked in & packing plant for 

time he would learn much of 
value about slaughtering, process- 
ing and marketing his livestock. 


HELPFUL EXPERIENCE 


If ever in the future the farmers 
decide to have their co-operative 
packing plants run by their own 
people some would thus have help- 
ful experience in the running of 
such plants. 


Mr. Gardiner said he believed 
co-operatively-run plants whether 
run by farmers themselves or by 
business men and farmers in co- 
operation were better than state- 
operated plants of the type de- 
sired by the C.C.F, 

“This group never advocated 
state ownership of packing plants 
and the minister knows it,” said P, 
E. Wright (C.C.F.-Melfort). 


SAYS MOVE UNWISE 


Mr. Wright said he did not be- 
lieve it was wise to take men from 
agriculture for packing plant labor 
when there were less important 
industries from which men might 
be drawn. 

Mr. Mitchell said he understood 
that a slowdown in an Edmonton 
packing plant had ended. Discus- 
sions now were taking place be- 
tween employers and employees 
and a conclusion was expected 
yesterday or today.

eral need of prayer on the part of 
all, may suggest to houses of busi- 


ness and industry the desirability of 
releasing employees that all who 
wish may avail themselves of the 
opportunity of participation in these 
services of intercession. 

The services should not in any 
way interfere with the plans of in- 
dividual churches and denomin- 
ations. They are not meant to dis- 
place, but to supplement, other 
programs. It is understood that 
many churches are now, and will 
be, open for prayer in these days 
of stress. : 

The interdenominational services 
planned by the Ministerial associa- 
tion will be held in the following 
churches: Knox United, First 
Presbyterian, McDonald Baptist, 
Eastwood United, Christ Church, 
Anglican, Highlands United, St.
